This immigration is rapidly filling 


up the broad acres of the Pacific 
Coast, for the people are spreading 
out through the Country, locating 
farms, 
building homes, erecting 


shops and in short, settling up the 
vacant spots. The thirty thousand 
who have located here these lost 
eight months will do much in the 
way of advancement of property, and 
social standing. Let them come un- 
til this Coast is as thickly inhabited 
as are the Eastern States; until ma- 
chine shops, flour mills, factories, 
etc., line every stream and until 
towns spring up like mushrooms all 
over. Let the hardy yoeman come, 
say we. 


AND ANOTHER. 


We had hardly got through the 


feeling produced by the loss of the 
Pacific before another comes to hand: 
The Galveston steamship "City of 
Waco, arrived at New Orleans from 
New York last Monday, and was an- 
chored outside with the fleet of ves- 
sels.
